K one 
omits  the  'the'  or  the  letters,  one  U 
talking,  not  about  the  ship,  but  about 
Us  capUln.  For  example,  in  referring 
to  the  ship  that  Cmdr.  Paul  Taylor 
directed  through  six  months  of  service 
in  Korean  water*,  one  calU  It  either 
H M.C.S.  Sioux  or  the  Sioux.  To  call 
the  Sioux  simply  Sioux  U to  call  the 
captain." 

Not  surprisingly,  this  convinced  the 
Ottawa  paper  that  the  Sioux  U female; 
Bloux  u masculine.  60  that  If  one 
forgets  the  name  of  a naval  capudn 
but  remembers  the  name  of  his  ship 
one  can  always  Introduce  him  as.  say, 
"Ontario,"  or  even,  perhaps.  'King 
George  V."

ThU  rule  of  reference.  I believe, 
stem*  from  Royal  Navy  practice.  In 
hi*  current  war  memoirs  that  ‘ Former 
Naval  Person"  Churchill  Invariably 
p«U  the  definite  article  In  front  of 
the  name  of  a ship,  giving  it  the 
euphony  larking  when  "HMCJl."  U 
not  used.  The  employment  of  the.se 
letters  U too  pedantic  for  frequent 
repetition  In  historical  narrative. 

On  the  other  hand  Joseph  Schull. 
In  hU  "The  Far  Distant  Ships."  an 
official  account  of  the  R C.N.  in  the 
Second  World  War,  leave*  out  the 
"the"  in  practically  alt  hU  references 
to  Canadian  warships,  but  when  he 
writes,  "Asalslbolne  was  taking  her 
punishment  In  return."  he  does  not 
mean  U was  the  destroyer's  captain 
who  was  being  hurt,  {^either  U UeuL- 
Cmdr.  William  Sclater  Ulklng  about 
the  "Old  Man"  of  the  ship  when  he 
says  in  hU  book  "Halda"  that  "te.i 
minutes  later  Huron  sighted  a horned 
mine."  Except  lor  the  odd  slip  Sclater 
religiously  eschews  the  definite  article. 

Bo  doe*  "Bartlmeus,"  a well-known 
BrltUh  naval  writer,  and  hli  "The 
Turn  of  the  Road."  a record  of  the 
North  African  landings.  U repfete  with 
bare  references  to  Rodney.  Walney,

London.— A *allent  feature  of  la.*t 
week's  foreign  affairs  debate  in 
the  House  of  Commons  was  the  In- 
sistence. especially  by  Mr  Attlee  and 
Mr.  Eden,  upon  unity.  I do  not  mean 
upon  rreUctnai  unity  or  unity  of 
opinion,  but  upon  unity  of  the  problem 
with  which  we  are  dealing  A.*  the 
Prime  MlnUter  put  It,  It  U no  use 
looking  at  Just  one  little  point  of  irrl- 
UUon.  We  must  consider  the  cause 
of  the  Irritation.  That  is  sound  advice. 
We  are  always  somewhat  Inclined  not 
to  see  thTwood  for  the  trees.  espccUlly 
when  some  particular  tree  appears  at 
the  moment  especially  large  becau.*e  It 
Is  right  In  front  of  our  eyes.  There 
Is  always  some  subject  which  is  get- 
ting out  of  fociu  and  blurring  our 
vision. 


There  is.  Just  now.  this  question  of 
the  crossing  of  the  S6th  parallel.  It 
Is  undeniably  Important  that  In  war 
mUUary  decision*  which  may  have 
political  consequences  shall  not  be 
taken  on  purely  military  grounds. 
That  principle  Is  now  accepted  and 
eslabllahed.  But  this  question  of  the 
parallel  has  got  In  many  people's 
minds  out  of  all  perspective.  There 
la  a' mystique  of  the  parallel- -almost 
a superstition  about  the  parallel. 

A belief  has  been  created  that  the 
crossing  of  the  parallel.  In  October.  Is 
the  source  of  all  the  trouble,  since 
that,  but  for  the  crossing  of  the 
parallel,  there  would  be  peace  In 
Korea  today;  and  that  all  other  Far 
Eastern  questions  would  be  well  on 
the  way  to  settlement. 

There  I*  a similar  belief  In  many 
quarters  about  the  passing  by  the 
United  Nations  A*.iembly  of  a resolu- 
tion condemning  the  Chinese  aggres- 
sion In  Korea,  and  many  people  have 
come  to  believe  that,  had  the  resolu- 
tion not  been  passed,  there  would  by 
now  have  been  agreement  on  a cease- 
fire. That  Is.  to  say  the  least  of  It. 
doubtful;  yet  many  people  have  come 
to  take  It  for  granted.  It  Is  another 
case  of  attaching  overmuch  Import- 
ance to  Isolated  details  Instead  of 
looking  at  the  underlying  cause*. 

It  Is.  as  the  Prime  Minister  pointed 
out,  the  same  with  regard  to  Germany. 
There  Is  a tendency,  fostered  to  some 
extent  by  Soviet  propaganda,  to  think 
that  the  source  of  all  Iht  trouble  In. 
Oertnany  Is  the  propoeal  for  the  In- 


clujioa  of  West  German  armed  con- 
UngenU  in  the  AilanUc  Treaty  inie- 
graU'd  force.  Or  aiternatlvely,  that  It 
Is  the  earlier  creation  of  an  armed 
milliard  force  In  the  Soviet  Zone.  And- 
that.  If  only  we  could  reach  agreement 
to  demllUarlie  the  East  and  keep  the 
West  demilitarized,  the  German  prob- 
W(w  would  have  been  aulved.  Whereas, 
in  fact,  there  are  IrrUallons;  they  are 
the  symptom*,  the  consequence,  rather 
than  the  cause  of  the  tension. 

The  tension  between  Ruwla  and  the 
Western  Allies  In  Germany  wa*  not 
caused  by  the  Berlin  blockade,  and' 
the  UlUng  of  the  blockade  » though  it 
ended  the  Immediate  and  dangerous 
Irritation  1 did  not  put  an  end  to  the 
tension,  which  simply  showed  Itself  In 
other  forms.  This  was  th#  lelimotiv 
of  the  Premier's  speech:  that  you  can- 
not hope  to  achieve  any  great  resulU 
by  dealing  with  any  of  these  immedi- 
ate and  local  problems  in  isolation. 
They  must  be  considered  in  the  wider 
context  of  how  the  tension  existing 
In  the  world  can  be  reduced.  We  have. 
If  poMlble,  to  remove  the  causes  of 
that  tension,  not  simply  to  try  to 
alleviate  some  of  Its  worst  effect*. 


answerable.  And  the  fact  that  tt  Is 
unan.swerable  Is  the  explanation  of  a 
cerUtn  ambivalence  In  BrlUsh  policy 
which  seems  at  time#  to  perplex 

■etbMtrverA. 

We  have  to  reckon  with  two  possi- 
bilities and  to  neglect  neither.  H may 
be  that  the  Soviet  Government  li 
detfi  mined  to  rontlnoe  tu  policy  of 
political  hosimiy  to  the  free  world 
and  to  support  it  by  a maislve  display 
of  force.  If  so.  the  free  world  must 
be  prepared  to  resist  the  pressure  and, 
by  strengthening  Us  own  defences, 
make  actual  use  of  that  force  im- 
probable. Or  U might  be  that,  faced 
by  a new  mood  in  the  free  world,  the 
Soviet  Oovemment  will  be  prepared 
to  reverse  lU  policy  and  -at  least  (or 
a while  to  seek  co-operation  Instead 
of  conflict.  That  has  happened  before 
and  could  happen  again.  And.  there- 
fore. the  second,  and  In  no  way  con- 
tradictory. aspect  of  our  policy  I*  to 
examine  every  possibility  and  seise 
every  opportunity  for  such  a develop- 
ment. We  seek  at  the  same  time  to 
end  the  cold  war  and.  If  Russia  per- 
sists In  continuing  it.  to  be  ready  to 
wage  it  defensively  but  effectively.

Mr.  Attlee  was  wisely  frank  In  his 
diagnosis  of  the  disease.  lu  roots  are 
double.  First,  that  during  the  past 
five  and  a half  year*,  the  purpose  of 
the  Soviet  Government  has  been  not 
to  promote  peace,  but  to  cause  trouble 
everywhere  in  ihe  world.  The  record 
Is  proof  enough  of  the  correctness  of 
that  diagnosis.  U run*  from  Persia 
in  the  Spring  of  1846  to  the  present 
day.  There  U not  a country  bordering 
on  the  Soviet  empire  which  has  not 
been  kept,  by  one  means  or  another, 
In  a constant  state  of  apprehension. 
There  Is  hardly  a country  In  the  world 
which  ha*  been  free  from  subversive 
Communist  activities,  openly  applaud- 
ed and  encouraged  from  Moscow.  And 
the  second  root  Is  the  fact  that  the 
power  which  has  been  pursuing  this 
policy  has  been  at  the  same  lime 
maintaining  immense  armaments  In 
a largely  disarmed  world. 

That  is  the  dlagnosu.  Is  there  a 
cure?  Is  It  possible  to  Induce  the 
Soviet  Union  to  become  a good  neigh- 
bor? Is  It  possible.  In  Mr.  AtUee'i 
phrase,  to  find  some  way  by  which  ths 
free  world  and  the  toUUUrtan  world 
are  able  to  live  together?  That  ques-
